That act was 
Chapter 72 of the llth session and was entitled 
"an act to repeal the acts herein mentioned", 
It actually mentions "an act to prevent the 
Importing or passing counterfeits of British 
Half Pence, or Farthings" as being one of the 
acts to be repealed.

The next attempt was a lead token with the inscription 
"Colony of New Yorke", The dies were cut in copper or brass 
coins. The dies were heated white hot and dipped in cold 
water. A smooth copper was then heated and placed between the 
dies and the three were quickly rolled together in sheet lead 
and weré pounded upon an anvil with a dumbbell, The coins he 
produced, most of which are in the Yale College collection, 
are as follows:

‘They find that there are various sorts of copper coin circulating 
in this State, the principal whereof are, -=- 


"First. A few genuine British half-pence of George II., and some of 
an earlier date, the impressions of which are generally defaced, 


"Secondly. A number of Irish half-pence, with a bust on one side, 
and a harp on the other, 


"Thirdly. A very great number of pisces, in imitation of British half- 
pence, but much lighter, of inferior copper, and badly executed,*

The upset edge created by milling was apparently done 
during experimental planchet preparation. It is difficult 
to determine whether circulating copper coins were 

rolled or hammered flat to make planchets for the 

church money or whether a copper sheet was rolled 

and planchets cut out for minting. 


The design on the obverse die (there is no reverse 
die) was incuse and apparently that die was larger 
than the planchet. If smaller, there should be a 
circular outline or impression on the obverse outside 
the design or on the flat reverse, but there is no 
indication of any. The obverse die probably had a 
wide flat field outside the design. The coin was 
probably put on an anvil or flat iron plate for striking. 
The upset rim seems to be somewhat crushed on both 
sides from the force of striking. Other evidence 
indicating that this upsetting or milling occurred 

in the course of preparation of the planchet is that 
the natural dark brown uniform toning is identical 

on the entire coin including the rim, edge, field 

on both sides, and design area. Thus, it seems like 
the coin was not altered after striking, but the upsetting 
was done in preparing the planchet for striking. 

This might have been an experiment as the few other 
pieces do not have it. It might have occurred because 
the planchet (or rolled worn coin) was slightly too 
large.

INTRODUCTION 


Wampum retained its place as the chief currency of New York until near the 
end of the seventeenth century, although beaver skins and tohacco were also used 
‘extensively. In 1709 when New York was requested to furmsh men and money to 
drive the French out of Canada, its legislature passed a law to raise 6,000 pounds, but 
because there was not that much coin in the colony another law was subsequently 

passed providing for the issuance of bills of credit 
In a letter to the Lords of Trade, November 12, 1715, Governor Hunter stated: 


Ty 


_ “There is one hardship which I have observed ever since I came into this country, 
: which falls chiefly upon the poorer sorts: that is, that there being no currency but of 
_ silver and bills of credit, the smallest of which is two shillings, they have not the same 


relief from the ordinary markets as in other places; for this there is an easy remedy if 
his Majesty would be pleased to grant it, there being a copper mine here brought to 
perfection, as you may find by the custom-books at Bristol, where there is imported 
from this place about a ton in July or August last, of which copper farthings might be 
_ coined to answer their ordinary uses, if his Majesty will be pleased to grant a patent 
ie): for that purpose."*° 
The coins circulating in the City of New York varied greatly and included 
; ~ quantities of foreign gold, silver, and copper, as well as the Massachusetts silver. Most 
ae - of this money, however, was soon sent out of the country to pay for imports. Even 
the abundance of gold and silver put into circulation by the numerous privateers and 
pirates who reached that port did not remain long enough to relieve the situation. As 
late as 1850 an English writer advised emigrants leaving for New York City to ascer- 
tain the exact charge for lodgings on their arrival, and to bear in mind that an English 
sixpence was called a shilling in New York, and a dollar, eight shillings: that the dollar 
was divided into halves, quarters, and cights--also into 100 halfpence or cents and 
that the eighth part was fractional but no small change was provided to meet it. He 
then adds, “this together with a variety of foreign coins, puzzles the stranger, which 
shopkeepers take advantage of. To obviate this annoyance is to avoid the cight unless 
he can get in at 12 cents.”*! 
No coinage was ever authorized by the courts or legislature of New York, although 
the Machins Mill Mint was in operation in Ulster County. Several petitions were 
' presented requesting patents to issue money, but there is no record that any of them 
were ever granted. Some laws, however, were passed affecting currency in the Colony 
and State of New York. In 1672 an order regulating the currency of silver coins 
provided that the “Boston shilling” should pass at one shilling, and that a good “piece 
of Eight Spanish Coine, whether of Mexico, Sevill or a pillar piece,” should be current 
at six shillings. On April 20, 1787 the legislature prohibited the passing of any copper 
coin unless made of pure copper and weighing one-third of an ounce avoirdupoig and 
fixed their value at twenty to the shilling. 
The lack of authority to issue coins of its own did not deter citizens of New York 
from manufacturing and importing an interesting variety of coins and tokens nor keep

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EARLY SEALS UF THE CITY OF NEW-YORK. 


The City of New Amsterdam, now New York, obtained in the 
year 1654 its first Seal, a fac Simile of which will be found on 
the opposite page. “We have decreed that a Seal for the City 
of New Amsterdam shall be proposed and forwarded,” write 
the Directors of the West India Company to Gov. Stuyvesant on 
the 18th May 1654. The Vessel by which it was sent to this 
country, sailed frgm Holland on the 17th or 18th of July 
following.? and on the 8th of December of the same year, “ the 
Director General delivered to the presiding Burgomaster Mart. 
Crigier the painted Coat of Arms with the Seal of New Amster- 
dam, and the Silver Signet which were sent by the Directors in 
the Ship the Peartree.? 

These arms may be thus described:— .irgent per pale ; three 
crosses saltire ; Crest, a Beaver proper, surmounted by a mantle 
on which is a shield ar. bearing the letters GWC.+ Under the 
bage of the arms are the words, Sre¢inLym AMSTELLODAMENSIS IN 
Novo Be:eio:— The Seal of Amsterdam in New Netherland. 
The whole is environed by a wreath of laurel. 

This Seal is exceedingly rare; we know not of a duplicate 
original impression. 

There is no notice of any City Seal after this until 1669, when 
trevw Lovelace addressed the following Letter to the Mayor and 
aldermen -—

MEDAL TO COMMEMORATE THE TRIUMPH OF AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE. 

Device. Head of Liberty ; the hair blown back as if by the 
wind, against which the goddess seems to be running, to 
announce to the world the tidings of her victories.

This bronze Medal belongs‘tothe Worden Collection of the N. 
¥. State Library ; it is a beautiful specimen of art, and in its 
design highly classical. Hercules, according to the ancient 
mythology, was said to have strangled whilst in his cradle, two 
serpents which had assaulted him, having been assisted by the 
protection of the goddess Pallas. Infant Ammarca, like Hereules 
in his evadle, had destroyed two British armies. The two epochs

Burgoyne’s Surrender at Saratoga—end 19% Qetob. 1781—

seeut the year 1722, a patent was granted to William Wood, 
~ Kegland to eein a large amount of copper currency for Ireland, 
aud on investigation it leaked out that the profits of the patent 
were to be shaved with the Dutchess of Kendal, one of the court 
favorites ' It seems that Wood succeeded in procuring, about 
the same time, a patent for coining small meney also for the 
Engi»: colonies in America, in pursuance of which he had the 
commosenes to make thirteen shillings out of a pound of brass.* 

We have not been able to ascertain whieh, if any, of the Court 
feverites had a share in this patent. ‘“ We have been informed,” 
says Snelling,> “that Kingsmill Eyres Esg., Mr. Marsland, a 
hardwareman in Cornhill, andi several others, were concerned in 
the scheme ; the dies were engraved by Mr. Lammas, Mr. 
Stendbroke and Mr. Harold, some of which were in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Winthorpe, who went to New York; his father lies 
buried at Beckingham. They were struck at the French 
Change, in Hog lane, Seven Dials, by an engine that raised and 
let fall a heavy weight upon them when made hot, which is the 
most expeditious way of striking Bath metal, of which they 
were made.” 

Leake adds,‘ that “they were of a mixed metal resembling 
Brass; one nearly as broad as a half crown, another about the 
size of an English half penny, and a third about the size of a 
farthing, ali bearing the samestamp, namely, on the obverse his 
majesty’s head. The largest piece had this legend, Grorcrus D.

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This speculation and its fate are thus alluded to in the thx 
of the Drapier’s letters, written by Swift in 1724:—“ He (Wood 
has already tried his faculty in New England, and J] hope he 
will meet at least with an equal reception here; What that was 
I leave to public intelligence.” 

The influence of government was brought to bear om New 
England in the hope that it would receive the coin; amd the 
Duke of Newcastle, then at the head of the Board of Trade, 
wrote to Lt, Gov. Dummer in Oct. 1725, informing him of the 
authenticity of Woods patent for coining half pence, peace and 
two pences “ for the use or hig Majesty’s dominions in America,” 
and recommending the patentee, to the favour of the Massachu- 
setts colony.’ But we presume that the scheme was a failure 
as well in New England as in Ireland, for the author ef “ the 
Defence,” already quoted, says, “ The money was rejected in a 
manner not so decent as that of Ireland ;” whilst Marsland, the 
Cornhill hardwareman, had such quantities of it in his cellar 
that he was ruined by it, and died housekeeper of Gresham 
College.* It is probable, however, that though discarded in 
New England, it may have circulated in some other of the colo- 
nies, to a limited amount, as some specimens have been dug up 
as far south as Virginia, and even as Charleston, S. Carolina.*

The coin from which this engraving was made, belongs to the 
Albany Institute, to which it was presented by Mr. William 
McElroy. It has been declared by some to be the Wasuinctox 
Cant, but the probability is that it is a token manufactured at 
the time in England by some private speculator, and sent for eir- 
culation to America, and that the portrait of Washington, (which 
is very well executed,) was selected to give it greater currency. 
It is mentioned by Felt, Mass. Currency, p. 252, who adds that 
it is not mentioned in the Journals of Congress.

These specimens of antient colonial currency, belong to the 
cdllestion ef the Albany Institute.

Coll, vii., 282, 283, of the half penny and penny (the 
latter of 1722) by Dr. Mxasx, of Philadelphia, who conjectures, 
though erroneously, that they were probably coins of the Old 
Thirteen Colonies.

In the first issue of the Colonial New's- 
letter 1 was especially interested in the 
article on the Albany Church Penny. I 
suggest that ‘D” stands for denarius, Latin 
for penny, used in a Greek form in the 
New Testament. The use of metal tickets 
to give people who were eligible admis- 
sion to communion was widely prevalent 
in Presbyterian churches — there are hun- 
dreds of varieties from Scotland, and many 
from Canada. However, the use of eccles- 
iastical tokens is by no means confined to 
one sect or a few countries. In France 
and the Netherlands such pieces were dis- 
tributed to persons paid for attending 
church — choir singers, and persons who 
attended memorial services for persons 
who had established foundations. These 
pieces were later redeemed for coin of the 
realm, and also had immediate circulation 
among tradesmen. The technical name is 
Méreau, plural Méreaux. The church 
authorities at Albany were following a 
good numismatic tradition in the issue.

shillings. Before the late Spanish war, silver and gold were 
in great demand to make. remittances for European goods, 
and then the bills sunk, an ounce of silver being worth nine 
shillings and three pence.

hone and pitiabie to the Poor, whom .hey have 
ficietly wronced, and bafely cheated with their 
vile Counterfeit: 

Perhaps I may be thought too ferere in thefe 
Sentiments <--but ict Fa‘isipea's: “Tis certain that 
Counterfeits are --rorz 1, and not on!y amongtt 
us, but-f> artfiile csxd with the others, that 
Mew ha: Uy any. Sin. co4. Se*received, bat fome of 
them are fount, ant ndie!y knows from whom 
tnev com: ; fpedied thut are 
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fll, that none are 40, fimee af 
2n ve demonftiat.!, they can make above § per 
;Cent mere on Pence, than is ufually done,on read 7 
Money Goods ? That there are great Quantities of 
Pence amongft us, is evident ; and if they are im- 
ported only to ballance the Accounts of the Mer- 
chants, how comes it that thefe Merchants are 
generally in Debt in Exglard? Could they not 
as well draw Biils here, as to import Pence to 
ballance their Accounts, efpecially as there are 
always Chapmen enough for good Bills ?---But it 
may i> well be proved, that there are no Coun- 
terfeits amongft us; and yet, how or which Way 
they came is as eafy to be done. 

It is plain thete is, in reahtv, no Law for 
obliging any one to take Copper Half-Pence here; 
nor is it juftthere ihould be: The Parliament of 
Great-Britain have not thought it proper there ; 
then wy fhould it be fo here ? And with Refpeét 
to their being fettled by our Legiflature, I humbly 
think it does not fall within their Province: How- 
ever, if it fhould be thought proper to be taken 
into farther Confideration by them, I would pro- 
pofe the following Scheme for 2 Remedy to the 
Gnievances, fo loudly, and in many People juftly 
complained of, viz. 

Firit, I would propofe, that the Corporation 
appoint Affay-Mafters, to be paid by the Publick ; 
one to Le join’d as Affifiant to each Alderman, in

I fhould be very glad, if an abler Hand would 
propofe 2 betterRemedy ; for Iam convinced much 
— be faid for and againft this. I know many 
make the Oppofition out of Intereft ; -and fo far they 
may be juft'; whilft others take it ia Contempt that 
thofe that have figned to Fourteen, thould rale the 
Whole :---I can Only ‘anfwer thus far for theni, 
that they don’t appear to’ me to be DiGators, but

Sp.niflr Jealoufy : But the Government of Old Spain, 
being informed of the vaft Advantages the Englith Sub- 
je&s made by that Trade, beganto give them great Un- 
eafinefs. The firft Colour of Authority that was affor- 
dedto the American Spaniards. by their own Govern- 
ment, torthis Interruption, was aCedula, publithed 
bythe Queen Regent of Spain, dated June2zz, 1672, 
importing, 

That fach as fhould make Invafion or Trade without 
Licenfe in the Ports of the Indies, fhould be procceded 
agaimft as Pyrates, &c. Hile prima mali Labes. This 
Cedula, which violated almoft every Stipulation in the 
American Treaty, which fubje&s the Goods to Confif- 
cation ajone, gave the firft Rife to the Spanifh Depreda- 
tions. Yor tho’ the Spaniards durft not attack the Eng- 
lifh Settlement at Laguna, yet ina fhort Time they in- 
tercepted and confifcated every Englilh Ship they could 
feize which carried Logwoed. 

This violent Proceeding, occafioned the Englifh 
Court to fend Inftru@ions to Sir William Godolphin, 
who was their Ambaflador at Madrid, to remonfrate 
againft che Ilegality of the Captures, and to infifton our 
Liberty tocut Logwood in Places not inhabited by the 
Subjeéts of Spain. But the moft remarkable Inftance we 
have of that Nation’s Senfe in this Particular, at that 
Time, isin the following Words, extraéted trom the 
Repott of Sir Lionel Jenkins, the Judge of the Admiralty 
to King Charles If. dated Q@ober s, 1676, intimating.

I. Beit Enatted by bis Honour the Lieutenant Goverhor, the Council,

Mone¥ is fo very plenty, and the fruits of the earth are fo very 
fcarce, that it cannot be wondered at, that the folid coin fhould be 
fo little efteemed ! 

Coppers with the Jerfey ftamp, are now current at two for 2 
penny : Itisto be hoped, that the mint maflers will be fo moderate 
as not to glut the market. en 

The neriod aMfiened for the prefent fefisn of Congr: ! 
gio acivx. «erhaps iome, aud indeed moft of the pupiic cic- 
ditors expeéted that in the courfe of this feflions the public debt 
would have been a fubje& of contemplation, However, had they 
carefully eftimated the 0 ea that were to be previoufly accom- 
plithed, they could hardly have fuppofed that fo few months would 
have brought our national legiflation to fo advanced a ftage of the 
bufinefs, as that of PUBLIC CREDIT:: Every refleéting man 
muft be convinced, that a good fyftem of finance prefiippofes a 
well-eftablifhed, operative government; if attempts are too foon 
made to fix appropriations, it is a thoufand chances ta one, but 
that the calculations will be fo fallacious, as to throw embarrafs- 
ment and uncertainty over the face of public affairs. Some data 
refulting fro.a an experiment muft be obtained before the impor- 
tant fubje& of apprepriation can be fafely introduced and finally 
decided. 

The debates on the fubje€t of a permanent feat of govetnment 
refle&t the higheft honor on the abilities of the feveral fpeakers. 
Great juftice was done to the arguments on both fides, amd the 
{pe@ators, who were uncommonly numerous, exprefled their aps 
probation of the candor, and their admiration for the talents that 
were difplayed on this interefting occafion. We will not pretend 
to determine how far it was policy to introduce the queftion at the 
prefent moment ; but we can affirm that it has been ably and ho- 
norably couduéted. 

There appears at the prefent day to be the happieft difpofition 
among all claffes to give all due honor to our civil rulers, and to 
pay 2 prompt obedience to the laws: This indication is among 
the moft aufpicious prefages of our country, for without domeftic 
peace, and tranquility, no art or profeffion can be purfued with 
any degree of fatisfattiou—* the hope of reward fweetens labor,” but 
if that hope is embittered by fear and anxicty, left the reftlefs fons 
of anarchy and difcord fhould blow into a flame the coals of ftrife 
and party rage, and thus check the operations of law and govern— 
ment, the hand of the diligent is unnerved, langour and idlenefs 
fucceed, and fociety is rendered lefs eligible than a ftate of nature. 

Nature and art are combining to render the United States a great 
and happy people under the aufpices of the New Government.— 
Providence is crowning the year with its bounty : The vegetable 
world povrs forth its treafures in Juxuriant profufion—a more 
plentiful feafon was perhaps never knawn—* the valleysare covered 
with corn, and the hills rejoice on every fide”—health in general per- 
vades our cities and towns—commerce from a thoufand fources 
pours her rich treafures iuto our lap—arts and hufbandry are daily 
receiving additional improvements—in thefe our inventions are 
unparallelled. What gives the finifhing tint to the portrait is, 
That our Country is free—our earnings our own—proteéted by a 
wife, a juft and equal conftitution of government. 

The people of France never appeared in a more exalted poing 
of view than at the prefent important crifis. As friends to the 
equal rights of human nature, Americans cannot be indifferent 
{pcéators of their glorious exertions in the caufe of liberty—and 
as allies and friends they cannot but with them a compleat tri-~ 
umph, in eftablifhing a bree conftitution of government.

The Houfe went into a committee on the bill refpe@ing the 
weftern territory, and having gone through the confideration of 
the fame, it paffed the Houfe. 

if TUESDAY, July 21, 1789. 

' The bill to provide for the government of the territory 
morth-weft of the Ohio was read a third time, and paffed the 
Houfe. : 

Pas. Madifon then moved that the Houfe refolve itfelf into a 
committee, in order to take into confideration the fubje& of 
‘amendments to the conftitution. - 

~ Several members fuggefting that it would be more proper to 
refer the furjeé& to a fpecial committee, a motion-was made in 
form, that a committee cf one member from each ftate be ap- 
pointed. to take in confideration the motion of the eighth June, 
[ Mr. Madifon’s motion, offering cettain amendments] together 
with the amendments propofed by the Conventions of the different 
fates, and to report thereon. 

U-on this motion a diffufive debate enfued, which turned alto- 
gether upon the point of expediency as to the mode ; it being 
agreed that it would be more proper for the Houfe to take the 
fubje& into confideration. The principal argument in favor of 
the motion was drawn from the infinite embarrafiments which 
would take place, if the fubjeé in its prefent irregular and dif- 
ordered ftate thould come firft before the whole Houfe, and the 
great delay which it would occafion. 

On the other hand it was chiefly contended, that the method 

ropofed would not give fatisfaétion to the people; and that it 
would not facilitate bufinefs, fince the whole fubjeét would, on 
the report of the committee, lie open to the Houfe. 

The motion was however carried by a large majority ; and the 
Houle proceeded to ballot for the committee, which on counting 
the ballots was found to confit of Mr. Gilman, Mr. Goodhue, 
Mr. Sherman, Mr. Benfon. Mr. Boudinot, Mr. Clymer, Mr._ 
Vining, Mr. Gale, Mr. Madifon, Mr. Burke and Mr, Baldwin, 

The Houfe adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, Yuly 22, 1789. 

The Houfe went into a committee on the refolution refpeGiing 
the Weftern Territory, and having gone through it, ordered that 
2 committee be appointed to bring in a bill in purfuance of the 
{ame.---Committee, Mr, Scott, Mr. Sylvefter, and Mr. Moore, 

Mr. Carrol moved that the Houfe now take up the report of 
the committee on the fubjeét of the enrollment, atteftation, pub- 
lication and prefervation of the aéts of Congrefs, : 

This w2s however poftponed, on Mr. Vining giving notice that 
this day he fhould move for leave to bring in a bill to eftablith a 
domeftic department. This fubje& was connected with one im- 
mediately preceding, as this eftablithment would provide a proper 
sepofitory for the public records of the legiflature, and many ob- 
jeets of the report might be comprehended in this provifion, 

Mr. Vining moved a refolution, that the Prefident of the 
United States be authorized and requefted to provide a great and 
leffer feal, with proper devices, for the ufe of the United States. 

After fome converfation, in which it was obferved that fuch a 
provifion refpeéting the great feal was needlefe and improper, as 
PP es fome doubts were exprefied as to the ne- 
ceffity of a privy-feal, it was agreed that the motion fhould lie 
en the table. x 3 

Mr. Benfon moved a refolution, that a committee thould be 
2ppemied to bring in a bill, to prefcribe the form of commiffions 
to be granted to the officers of the United States, 





on the ftate of the Union, 


Mr. Vining moved his refolution refpeéting the eftablithment _ 


of a home departmént---comprehending and detailing a variety 
of domeftic duties, which he faid were mot included and provided 
for in any eftablifhment which had been already made. = 
The general principle of thefe refolutions met with earneft 
oppofition from Mr, White, Mr. Sedgwick, Mr. Gerry, and 


others. {t was contended that fuch a depattment was unneceflary, 


becaufe the funétions to be executed in it would be properly di-' 


ftributed among the officers already treated ; that it wat impoli- 
tic, becaufe it was expenfive, and becaufe.an increafe of great of- 
ficers would-alarm the people. . It was {aid that many of the du- 
ties propofed.to be annexed to the office were unimportant in 
themfelves ; others might be performed by the chief magiftrate 5 
fome might be executed by the minifter of foreign affairs, and 
oehene again by the fecretary of the Senate, or the clerk of this 
oule, 

Mr. Vining replied at large to the arguments which were 
urged; and defended each claufe of the refolutions. ‘ 

The queftion was at length taken on the firft claufe, which 
provided generally for the eftablifhment of the department, and 
was negatived, 

A motion was then made by Mr, Sedgwick, that a committee 
thould be appointed to bring in a bill fupplementary to the act 
eftablithing a department of foreign affairs, providing that the 
départment fhould in future be denominated the Department of 
State, and that certain domeftic duties, which he enumerated, 
fhould be annexed to the depattment, fuch as the keeping the 
feals, making out commiffions, and affixing to them the feal of 
the United States, &c. : 

This motion was negatived, and the committee rofe without 
coming toa decifion.--- Adjourned.

E it enaéted by the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 
United States of America, in Congrefs affembled, That the 
following duties fhall be, and they are hereby impofed on all thips 
or veffels entered in the United States, that is to fay, on all thips 
or veffels built within the faid ftates, and belonging wholly to a 
citizen or citizens thereof, or not built within the faid ftates, 
but on the 29th day of May, one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty-nine, belonging, and during the time fuch thips or vefiele 
fhall continue to belong, wholly to a citizen or citizens thereof, 
at the rate of fix cente per ton: On all thips or veflels hereafter 
built in the United States, belonging wholly or in part'to the fub- 
jeéts of foreign powers, at the rate of 30 cents per ton; on all 
other fhips or veffels, at the rate of 50 cents per ton. 

Provided always, and be it enacted, That no fhip or veffel 
built within the aforefaid fates, and belonging to a citizen or ci- 
tizens thereof, fhall, whilft employed in the coafting trade or in’ 
the fiheries, pay tonnage more than once in any year. 

And be it further enaéted, That every thip or veffel employed in 
the tranfportation of any of the produce or manufa€tures of the 
Unittd States, coaftwife, within the faid ftates, except fuch thip 
or veffel be built within the faid ftates, and belong to a citizen or 
citizens thereof, fhall on each entry pay 50 cents per ton.
